8 uH—Preparations were under 
way at America's rocket-launch­ 
ing capital here today for a 
busy week of missile test firings.) 
They possibly include the mighty 
Jupiter and Atlas ballistics mis-i 
[sties. The firings will come in 
the wake of last week s failure to) 
launch a Vanguard satellite. 
There were reports the Army's 
'l.500-mile-range Jupiter might be 
launched about Wednesday, and 
that one of the two Air Force At­ 
las 5 OOO - mile - range weapons 
known to be here would be given 
its test-firing toward the end of 
the week. 
There also were signs on the 
sandy, low-lying cape of prepa­ 
rations to fire before long an 
Army Redstone 200-mile - range 
rocket and of another Air Force 
1,500-mile Thor. 


Vanguard Failure Protend 


There was no indication of prep­ 
arations to launch immediately; 
the powerful Jupiter-C rocket with 
which the Army reportedly has 
been ordered to attempt to launch 
a satellite. 
Neither was there any evidence 
that the Army's attempt in this 
field might come before the next, 
Navy effort to put up a baby.

Carillons are among the largest 
musical instruments ever devised by man. 
Price is professor of campanology, the 
science of bells, and carillonneur of the 
university. 


All over Ann Arbor, men, women and 
children listen to the bells. They listen 
while they stroll across the campus, wait 
for buses, work in offices and stores, do 
shopping and clean house. For years now 
Professor P rice has rung the beautifully 
toned bells several times a week, and has 
made them 
an Ann Arbor institution.

Three-lane highways are now regarded as 


so dangerous — in an insidious way — that the 


Pennsylvania 
State 
Highway Department 
has 


stopped building them. 
Nor is that the only 


word on the matter. Pennsylvania motorists now 


hear these words coming out of their car radios: 


“ Beware! Three-lane highways are natural 


killers! 
Never attempt to pass any car.” the 


voice continues, “that is traveling at the speed 


limit. 
Never attempt to pass when there is a 
solid line of cars coming from the opposite 


direction. If you must pass, get into the passing 


lane at least 75 to IOO feet back of the car 
directly ahead of you.” 


What brings all this ominous talk to jolt a 


driver who had been enjoying his trip? Just this: 


In Pennsylvania three-lane roads comprise only 


3 per cent of total road mileage— but account for 


9 per cent of fatal accidents. 
That indicates 


three-laners are far more murderous than other 
types. 


Sure, they’re a torment to any responsible 


driver. He sees that middle lane and realizes it 


is a battle ground for all drivers who want to 


overtake the car ahead. Each of the two other 


lanes is used only by cars going one way. But 


a driver eying the center strip must judge his 


chances of entering it long enough to pass 


another car and get back in the right lane 


without being killed in a head-on collision. 


That's no proper frame of mind for a driver 


to have to he in at any time. Life’s too short— 


and lives are too precious— for that kind of 


anxiety and threat of extinction. The sooner no 


more three-lane roads are left, the better.

This old desert capital, where 
the m ost expensive air condition­ 
ing and the most absolute Orien­ 
tal 
m onarchy 
co-exist 
in 
the 
sam e palaces, is a good place 
to 
reflect 
on 
the 
prom ise 
to 
cham pion the Arabs against Is­ 
rael. which the Soviets have al­ 
ready secretly m ade. 


It 
is 
a 
good 
place 
because 
Saudi 
Arabia 
so 
dram atically 
sum s up the vulnerability of all 
the Arab countries to this shrew d, 
ruthless and carefully tim ed new 
Soviet m aneuver. 


Outwardly, this country is the 
least vulnerable of all. The old 
Arabian tribal society is being 
so rapidly dissolved rn a flood of 
od 
m oney 
that 
great 
future 
changes are obviously inevitable. 
But in the present King Saud is 
still absolute. He is also more 
than w ise enough to see that the 
Soviets 
and 
thejr 
allies-of-con- 
venicnce, EfcvpUs President N as­ 
ser and Syria s Akram Hourani. 
are at heart his m ortal enem ies. 


Hence. King Saud has w illingly 
played the leading role in Secre­ 
tary of State Dulles' effort to or­ 
ganize a bloc of Arab countries 
cool towards N asser and Hourani 
and friendly to the West. E ven 
the m en closest to him. accord­ 
ing to report even his own broth­ 
er. Crown Prince Faisal, 
have 
not 
alw ays 
been 
enthusiastic 
about the King's policy. All the 
sam e, he has carried out his pol­ 
icy w ith 
much astuteness 
and 
without 
audible challenge from 
anyone. Yet even King Saud is 
not his own m aster where Israel 
is in question 
“The 
Israel 
problem ." 
the 
King s highest foreign affairs ad­ 
visor told m e, “ is nothing m ore 
or 
less than a dagger 
in 
the 
hands 
of N asser, Hourani and 
the Krem lin." 
The old Sheikh meant that the 
passions inflam ed by Israel would 
not permit the King to follow a 
m oderate 
course, 
even 
if

wished to do so. He m eant that if

The Soviets, who voted 
for the partition of P alestine in 
1947, care nothing about the Is­ 
rael problem, 
in and of itself. 
They are m erely planning to use

W estern 
influence and W estern 
vital 
interests in all the Arab 
lands — and thereby to cripple 
the W estern Alliance. With the 
astuteness of brilliant card play­ 
ers. they have finessed and for­ 
ced their way into a situation in 
which they have a good chance of 
taking all the rem aining tricks by 
playing 
this 
long-reserved 
ace 
of trumps. 
When they will do so. is open 
to question. So far. it appears, 
the Soviet am bassador to Cairo 
h as m erely revealed general in­ 
tention to the Egyptian govern­ 
m ent. which has passed the word 
to Riyadh. W hether the Soviets 
w ill end by keeping this prom ise 
to the Arabs is also open to som e 
question.

that the Israelis will be driven 
to fight by Soviet-Arab pressure. 
If this appears to i n v o l v e a 
risk of general w ar, and above 
all. if the Am erican posture does 
not appear contem ptibly weak to 
the K rem lin, the Soviet policy 
m akers will have to think a long 
tim e before they keep their prom ­ 
ise to the Arabs. 


But even though the tim ing and 
the realization are still in doubt, 
how the Soviets plan to keep their 
prom ise is already foreseeable.

Im agine then, a sim ilar syn­ 
thetic crisis organized by Khrush­ 
chev around the problem of Is­ 
rael. 
The Arabs who w ere slug­ 
gish during the Turkish crisis, 
will he autom atically inflam ed to 
furnace heat by an Israeli crisis. 
F ar from being stout but defen­ 
sive, the Am erican and W estern re­ 
sponse is alm ost sure, on present 
form, to be feeble and indecisive; 
the W estern policy-m akers will be 
tern two w ays during an Israeli 
crisis. P recisely because we are 
indecisive, the rage of the Arabs 
will be turned against us and so 
K hrushchev should be able to b e­ 
gin picking up tricks alm ost from 
the outset. 
The question rem ains whether 
there is any w ay of parrying this 
‘ dagger" as the old Sheikh called 
It. But this is an infinitely com ­ 
plex question which m ust he ex­ 
am ined in a subsequent report.

WASHINGTON - Som e of the 


D em ocrats in prom inent political 


positions 
inside and outside of 


C ongress have struck a new low 


in partisan politics. Their sniping 


attacks on President E isenhow er, 


with innuendos about his incapa­ 


city to serve, are in bad taste 
and lacking in the usual courtes­ 
ies of public life. 
Dwight Eisenhow er h i m s e l f 
plays fair—he has never stooped 
to dirty politics. He never m akes 
personal attacks. He stands above 
such things. While he has m ade 
som e m istakes in public p o lic y - 
due 
perhaps 
to unw ise 
advice 
from his own official fam ily—He 
is not the kind of m an who will 
ever fail to perform the duties of 
his office conscientiously. 
One 
reason 
is 
because 
the 
President has been a soldier dur­ 
ing most of his career. He under­ 
stands what is m eant by fidelity 
to the United States because he 
has risked his life on m any o cca ­ 
sions 
to protect 
the 
forces of 
his country on the battlefield. To 
say 
that 
General 
Eisenhow er 
would for one m om ent shirk his 
duty as President and Com m and- 
er-in-Chief 
is 
to 
besm irch 
the 
record of a m an who served su c­ 
cessfu lly as the suprem e com ­ 
m ander of allied arm ies, navies 
and air forces in the greatest 
war of all history. 
President Eisenhow er has this 
w eek spent m any hours with the 
legislative leaders of both par­

now leave his office just because 
he had had a num ber of illnesses. 
The A m erican people re-elected 
Dwight 
Eisenhow er 
by 
over­ 
w helm ing vote a year ago after 
they w ere fully inform ed about 
his 
illnesses 
of the 
past. 
The 
people hoped, as do m illions of 
A m ericans 
today, 
that 
Divine 
P rovidence will spare their lead­ 
er. There is nothing in the Con­ 
stitution which says a President, 
in order to be eligible to serve, 
m ust be well 365 days in a year. 


or that he must shake hands with 
delegations 
that 
want 
to 
visit 
him , or that he must sign every 
paper or docum ent in the execu ­ 
tive operation 
C ongress can re­ 
lieve a President of m any per­ 
functory tasks and should do so. 
But no law can give him power 
to delegate tem porarily all 
his 
m ajor responsibilities 
as Presi­ 
dent. 
A 
Constitutional 
Am end­ 
m ent would be required. 


The m an elected as Chief E x­ 
ecu tive is directed by existing 
lew to m ake m any decisions in 
specific 
m atters, 
but 
there 
is 
nothing in the Constitution which 
sa y s he must do all the policy­ 
m aking or that he m ust hold con­ 
ferences with anyone. He could. 
if he w ished, refrain from con­ 
ferences altogether and require 
w ritten 
m em oranda 
from 
his 
Cabinet officers and other advis­ 
ers. The job of being President 
has grown in m any w ays, but 
b asically it is not the num ber of 
m inutes the President gives to 
each caller or advisor or even his 
ability to m ove around W ashing­ 
ton from place to place that m ea­ 
sures his capacity to discharge 
the duties of his office 
It is the 
action he takes as specified under 
the Constitution. His alone is the 
power of final decision, and this 
cannot at present be delegated. 


There is nothing in the Consti­ 
tution which 
says 
a 
President 
m ust be able, as a part of his 
duties, to travel to Europe or 
Asia or anyw here else to confer 
with foreign governm ents. 
A m ­ 
bassadors are provided for that 
purpose, and foreign leaders can 
com e here if they like. 


The m ain idea now’, of course, 
am ong the D em ocratic politicians 
is to get rid of Ike. For. despite 
the iconoclasts of partisan inspir­ 
ation, Dwight Eisenhow er is re­ 
garded still by m illions of people 
a s a m an of balance and good 
sense. He is the strongest power 
in 
the court of public 
opinion 
faced by Hie D em ocrats even if 
he can't run again. His hand at 
the w heel of the ship of state has 
for five years now kept A m erica 
out of a m ajor war and also out 
of 
little 
wars. 
His 
influence 
counts for more in world councils 
today than that of any other lead­ 
er in the D em ocracies. 


It would be tragic if Mr. E isen ­ 
how er's services w ere lost to the 
nation and particularly if he w ere 
goaded 
into 
retirem ent 
by 
the 
vicious tactics of the politicians. 
There 
were 
m any 
prayers 
on 
Thanksgiving D ay for President 
Eisenhow er. 
There 
is 
need 
of 
prayers, too. for those in political 
life 
who 
have 
forgotten 
the 
Christian virtues of love of one s 
“ enem y” as well as the tradition­ 
al rules of sportsm anship toward 
an adversary.
